Brandywine, with its unusual garnet mahogany tones, is beginning 
to receive acclaim as it becomes settled in northern gardens. Brilliant red 
Ming Toy we highly recommend for compact growth in the front border or 
rockery. Ruby Supreme continues to hold its place near the top of the list, 
while Halo remains popular for its beautifully formed and banded blossoms. 

Among the new ones which are attracting attention we call your attention 
to Cerise, Naranja, Scarlet Sunset, Martha Washington and Sabrina, each one 
unique in color, form or garden affect, and near the top of its class. 

We predict a great future for the 1950 introductions Psyche and Cornell. 
Some of the best violet and plum tones we have seen are found in Bacchus, 
while Mirage is a most unusual shade of mustard yellow flushed with scarlet. 
Stocks of these new ones are very limited. Better order early. 


PLANTING RECOMMENDATIONS 


Because some gardeners had hesitated to plant southern grown daylilies in 
the north we last year tested several hundred plants under varying conditions. 
Not a single plant winter killed, no matter how exposed and difficult the situ- 
ation, when it was set in the spring and left undisturbed. Losses in fall set 
plants sometimes occurred but we were so impressed with this test that we are 
prepared to guarantee your Wheeler plants winter hardy if they are planted this 
spring and not disturbed. You should give daylilies a sunny position in moist 
firm soil and room to spread out. A little food early in the season and plenty 
of water at blooming time will well repay you in finer flowers. 

Florida grown plants offer you several advantages. They reach you well 
started and ready to grow vigorously. They will flower the first year and some- 
times give two and even three flushes of bloom. By fall you will have a nice 
clump fully established. We recommend Florida stock as your best buy for 
spring planting. 


THE WHEELER INTRODUCTIONS FOR 1950 


BACCHUS. A medium large raspberry maroon flower with considerable of 
the violet tones. Throat green canary. Petals wide, only slightly re- 
curved. Stems 36”. Early, vigorous and often reblooms. $10.00 
CORNELL. A bicolor having petals of a fine, truly red color is something 
new in my experience. This flower is a deep rich crimson with light 
yellow sepals, slightly dusted. The flower is medium large, wide seg- 
ments tightly recurved. Petals frilled. Stems 32” to 36”. $15.00 


MADAM BUTTERFLY. A large flower of light orange with wide rusty-red 
to chocolate eye spots. Well open with wide creped petals which re- 
curve and twist at the tips. Stems 36”. Midseason. Very limited 
stock. Reservations accepted for delivery as ready. $12.50 


MIRAGE. This mustard yellow flower has veining in the red-orange range 
which produces a changeable coloring. The throat is greenish canary. 
The flower is medium large, has very wide petals which are frilled and 
creped and opens flat to slightly flaring. 36”, early, recurrent. $8.00 


NIOBE. A deep violet lavender or violet magenta flower. A darker narrow 
halo surrounds the golden-orange throat. Medium size flowers with 
narrow petals have character, and are carried on sturdy 38” stems. 
Early, a repeat bloomer and exceptionally resistant to fading. $6.00 


PSYCHE. A beautiful break in hemerocallis form. <A very large flower 
with wide very long segments which recurve as do the falls of an iris. 
The petals are delightfully creped and frilled. The color is a light yellow 
with a faint blush of dusting in the midsection. Throat is liquid green. 
Stems 4’. Has flowered from May to October in Florida. $15.00

ANGELUS. A lovely light sulfur yellow flower with creped and ruffled 
petals. We like this better each year. 36”. Midseason. 33.00 

CELLINI. Formed like an amaryllis with round, overlapping petals a shade 
deeper in color like Angelus. Scapes are 38” tall. A masterpiece. $19.00 

PSYCHE. Light canary. See 1950 Introductions for description. 

HALO. An evening blooming medium yellow with a halo of cinnamon dust- 
ing. The wide petals, pinched at the tips, and the much recurved sepals 
give a triangular shape to the flowers, which open in the afternoon and 
remain through the next day. 42” tall, strong growing and a beautiful 


garden decoration. Midseason. $2.50 
EASTER MORN. Tall, stately, this large full petaled yellow bitone is really 
impressive. A rosy glow lights the throat. 48”; late midseason. $5.00

Magenta and plum with a copper 
overlay. Segments twisted. Stalks 40”, well branched. Late midseason. $6.50

AURORA. This delicate flesh pink self has been sold out since its intro- 
duction in 1946. Form regular, segments recurved, 36” stems, carries 
proliferations and blooms midseason. Has received highest praise.

HAZEL SAWYER. A medium large flower of dusty pink, yellow throat. 
Makes clumps rapidly. Stalks are 38” with up to 45 flowers. $2.50 


GANYMEDE. A deep raspberry-rose flower of unusually fine form. The 
petals are wide, creped and frilled, and tightly recurved. The sepals, 
somewhat quilled, are dusted the petal color. 42” tall, midseason. $6.00 

MARTHA WASHINGTON. Perfectly formed flowers of silvery old rose are 
carried on multiflora stems with as many as 65 buds per stem. 38” 
stems, growing taller under rich growing conditions. Midseason. A real 
beauty — there is no other daylily like it. 310.00 


Scarlet to Red Shades 


BALLET GIRL. A star shaped light crimson flower shading to pink toward 
the edges and with a distinct almost white border around the petals. 
Medium size, recurrent bloomer, scapes 32” tall with up to 44 flowers. $6.00 
CERISE. The strikingly beautiful coloring of this flower comes from its 
rosy-crimson overfiush on a ground of scarlet. Tall and imposing, its 
fine form adds to the brilliant effect. Highly recommended for the 
north. Medium late, 45” stems. $6.00 
SCARLET SUNSET. As brilliantly glowing as a flaming sunset this med- 
ium size star shaped flower with its much recurved petals actually looks 
as if on fire in the garden. Even the buds are orange-scarlet. Highly 
rated in test gardens. Medium height, midseason. $6.50 
LURIDUM. A large, bright scarlet red flower with recurved petals and 
sepals somewhat twisted. Gives a fine garden effect and is one of the 
largest bright reds. $7.50 
MING TOY. This rich, velvety red dwarf, with its petite 3” flower on 18” 
stems makes a wonderful plant for the rockery or border front. Starts 
to bloom very early and continues over a long’ period. $3.00 
OHRED. Ohred is a shade deeper and more velvety in tone than Luridum. 
It is quite tall and well grown stems have carried up to 60 blooms. Rec- 
ommended as a parent for red seedlings. A real spot of garden color. $3.50 


Deep Red, Maroon, Wine and Purple Shades 
Mr. Wheeler has been especially successful in obtaining the very 
deep rich colors approaching purple and blackish maroon. We suggest 
you try these for a real daylily surprise. 

AMHERST. A large, beautifully formed flower with purple petals bisected 
with cream white lines. Yellow throat. Scapes 42” tall with up to 38 
flowers. $10.00 

BACCHUS. Raspberry-violet. See description under 1950 Introductions. 

BLACKHAWK. A deep chocolate-maroon flower with golden throat. Chal- 
lice shaped with wide petals. Scapes 36”, early midseason. One of 
our favorites in the deep tones. Recommended. af 84.00 

BRANDYWINE. A rich garnet-mahogany flower with purple eye zone, 
orange throat. Opens flat with wide segments. Sepals recurve behind 
overlapping petals with twisted tips. Becoming more popular each year. 
Height 32”. $3.00 

CHANTICLEER. A bright crimson self with a violet sheen. Throat and 
petal midribs are orange. Gracefully formed. 30” tall. Midseason. $3.50 

DUNCAN. We think this the best large, early flowering deep red daylily. 
Should be in every collection. A border of Duncan was stunning here 


this season (1949). 36” tall, very early, flowers to 6” in spread. $2.00 
MOHAWK. A most effective deep maroon-purple flower. Medium in size, 
star shaped, with segments recurved on tips. Midseason. $4.00 


MUSCAT. A very deep mahogany purple flower with almost black shad- 
ings at the eye zone and throat. Over 3’ tall, well branched, with 
medium flowers at midseason. $6.00 

NIOBE. Violet magenta. See 1950 Introductions for description. 


ROYAL LADY. A butterfly like flower with intriguing form. The petals 
are flaring and pinched at the tips, violet-purple shading lighter at the 
edges. The recurved sepals are in lighter violet tints. We like this 
very much. 38”, late midseason. $5.00 
RUBY SUPREME. A show winner and a leading ruby red. Its garnet to 
ruby flowers are very large with fine full form, carried on medium tall 
scapes with up to 45 flowers. A collector’s item. Late midseason. $3.75 
VEGA. An elfin flower in purple dress which looks right up at the garden 
visitor. Planted with Demi-Tasse and Ming Toy it completes the rock- 
ery picture. $2.50 
Bicolors and Patterned Flowers 
BILLIE BURKE. A large, tall and striking bicolor. Rosy-red petals, yel- 
low sepals. Flowers long lasting on 45” stems. Midseason. $4.00 
BOBOLINK. Dainty purple-yellow bicolor. Overlapping petals almost hide 
the sepals. Stems 45” tall with many flowers. Recurrent in south. 
Color best under very hot conditions. Some of our best new seedlings

CORNELL. Crimson-yellow bicolor. See description under 1950 Introductions. 


DEMI-TASSE. A charming dwarf bicolor. Garnet petals and yellow sepals. 
16” tall with up to 34 three inch flowers. Early midseason. $2.50 
HAILE SELASSIE. A very large and bold flower of purple-black with pro- 
nounced midribs of orange. A striking color combination. Has had as 
many as 46 flowers on 42” scapes. Rather late. $5.00
